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MINUTES OF MEETINGS

An. adjourned meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on. the above date, 
in the Commissioners’ Chamber, City 
Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M. 


Present: — Commissioners Brennan, 
Gillen, Howe, Raymond, Mayor 
Breidenbach. 


“The minutes of meeting of Octo- 
ber 81st were read and approved. 


Mayor Breidenbach:—Are there any 
citizens desiring to be heard by the 
Board on any matter? ` 


Mr. A. V. Hamburg, representing 
the Committee on Municipal Affairs 
of the Chamber of Commerce:—The 
matter of widening Commerce Street 
has been discussed by the Chamber 
of Commerce, and I am authorized 
today in representing the Chamber of 


Commerce to ask the Commission in 
considering the widening of Commerce 
Street to act very carefully, and con- 
sider the entire plot as a whole. In 
the first place you are going to have 
one of the most complete Markets in 
the East. Commerce Street we recog- 
nize is entirely imadequate at the 
present time for the work that will 
be required of it in the way of traf- 
fic. If we understand correctly, the 
proposal is to add 16 feet or more 
to Commerce Street, which will af- 
ford considerable relief. Subsequerit 
to the Notice of Intention, Commis- 
sioner Raymond announced that it 
was proposed or suggested, after con- 
sideration, the creation of and the 
widening of that small and narrow 
street known as North Canal Street, 
which would include the Market as 
it now stands, giving us a street or 
Boulevard paralleling Commerce 
Street, the exact width I do not re- 
call. 


Commissioner Raymond:—The pro- 
posed width of that street will be 85 
feet. 


Mr. Hamburg —Then that will give 
us a street to the Market 85 feet in 
width. If you parallel that with a 
street GO feet in width, we will have 
very available approaches to the Mar- 
ket. Now the point of importance to 
be considered is this: You have a 
plot of land which is very valuable 
down on Mulberry Street known as 
the Farmers’ Market, bounded by 
North Canal Street, Mulberry Street 
and Commerce Street, the greater 
part of which the City today owns. 
The Chamber of Commerce are very 
desirous that the City consider the 
faci if it would be possibie in some 
way to contro! that entire block. We 
don’t come here and advocate the 
purchase of that valuable property re- 
maining on Broad Street consisting of 
93 feet after the street is taken, be- 
cause we do not think there is any 
legal way you could acquire it, not 
having any public use for it, and to 
buy it for prospective improvement, 
we have had some experiences near 
here on which the City stands the 
loser by considerable. Commerce 
should be made one of the valuable 
business streets in the City. In 
the sale of the property which you 
now own in Commerce Street, could 
you not in the transfer of that 
property hold certain restrictions as 
to the class of business and the 
character of the buildings that are 
to be erected? There you will have 
a Market, the ground for which cost 
over two million dollars. The Mar- 
ket when complete will cost about the 
same, plus carrying charges, and it 
would seem to me in this great city 
with the two streets which will paral- 
lel this property, that it should be re- 
stricted to high class buildings in that 
section. The Market will be of great 
importance to the City of Newark and 
should not be made any separate unit, 
but considered as a whole. There will 


be no more valuable spot ın the City 
than the block I have referred to and 
we want to make this request before 
you finally act on the widening of 
Commerce Street. Under the plans 
you have laid out, if I understand 
correctly, it is proposed to dispose of 
this plot now occupied as a Farmers’ 
Market. Is that the plan? 


Commissioner Raymond:—That was 
the promise to the people, and I be- 
lieve the people understand that they 
were to get some money back from the 
sale of this property. I think we are 
obliged to sell that land and get some 
money back and I think it should be 
put in the ratables. 


Mr. Hamburg:—Can you not in the 


transfer of title to this property in- 


clude certain vestrictions as will 
guarantee the character of buildings 
and business in that street? 


Commissioner Raymond:—I think 
there is an ordinance to be introduced 
today which wil] permit higher build- 
ings in that section. After that has 
been passed it is expected larger 
buildings will be built all along Com- 
merce Street. After these streets 
are widened, I think that will imme- 
diately develop into valuable business 
property. 


Mr. Hamburg:—-If I understand cor- 
rectly, it is the intention to take some 
action as to the regulation of the 
buildings upon the site you now own 
and which it is the intention of Com- 
missioner Gillen to sell? 


Commissioner Raymond:—It is my 
intention to amend the Zoning Ordi- 
nance to allow the freer building im 
that neighborhood.

Commissioner Gillen —I do not 
think we can do that. I do not think 
we can compel them to put up a cer- 
tain class of building. 


Commissioner Raymond: — Under 
the present plans North Canal Street 
will be 85 feet wide. My thought is, 
and I think the Commissioners agree 
with me, that we should bridge the 
canal with the idea in mind that it 
would eventually be a subway, the city 
to construct the walls and top, which 
would be the first step toward mak- 
ing the canal a subway, which is 
bound to come. After these improve- 
ments are completed, it will be valu- 
able property and will have to be 
used for that purpose, and a second- 
hand clothing store will have no place 
in North Canal Street They canriot 
afford to stay there. We have had 
experts working on a general plan 
with respect to better outlets to out- 
lying territory and this plan works in 
with this layout, and this is part of a 
general development with reference 
to streets leading into other sections. 


Mr. John F. Murray, representing 
the Mutual Benefit Life Insurance 
Co.:—I am not here to oppose the 
proposed development of this neigh- 
borhocd, but for the purpose of trying 
to find ont on what basis the matter 
of widening Commerce Street is to be 
assessed. That is, whether it is to be 
considered an improvement benefiting 
the immediate property ot the City 
as a whole. 


Commissioner Raymond:—lIt will be 
a general assessment affecting the 
whole benefited locality. It will be 
assessed against as large an area as 


benefited. It will not be an assess- 
ment placed merely on Commerce 
Street. It will be an assessment 
against a benefited zone. 


Mr. Murray:—Then it will be as- 
sessed against everybody from far re- 
gions and not levied particularly 
against abutting property? Although 
they will undoubtedly be benefited, 
there is no reason why the property 
owners in the neighborhood should 
bear the burden of it. 


Corporation Counsel Congleton:— 
The City will have to bear the same 
proportion of expense because they 
own the Farmers’ Market property, 
and they will have to bear the same 
proportion of this cost by reason of 
their ownership of the Farmers’ Mar- 
ket, as the property across the street. 


Mr. Hamburg:-—-Can you say what 
the entire cost will be of widening 
Commerce Street? 


Commissioner Raymond:—It is es- 
timated about $230,000 for the acqui- 


- sition of the property. 


Mr. Ralph E. Lum, representing 
owner of property on the northeast 
corner of Broad and Commerce 
Streets, requested that decision be 
made as soon as possible with respect 
to the acquisition of this property, 
stating at the present time it was im- 
possible to use the property for any 
purpose and that taxes on it were ac- 
cumulating at the rate of over $500. 
a month and urged that it be acted 
upon as expeditiously as possible. Mr. 
Lum also stated there was no doubt 
but what the proposed widening would 
vastly improve Commerce Street. 


.. . Lous Schlesinger, representing 
the Lehman Estate at 5 Commerce 
Street, consisting of 28x32 feet and 
stated he was particularly interested 
in learning if the assessment would 
be levied in the Zone immediately 
benefited by it. 


Commissioner Raymond:—It seems 
I am wrorg about this assessment. It 
is more localized than I said. I thought 
it would be a wide zone, and I think 
it should be a wide zone. I think it 
should be a zone of benefit something 
like Branford Place. 


Mr. Schlesinger:—I think the figure 
of $230,000 to acquire this property 
is very modest. 


Commissioner Raymond:—I_ will 
withdraw the Notice of Intention and 
the Ordinance and we will readjust 
the price for the acquisition of this 
property and put a wider area of as- 
sessment and bring it up next Tues- 
day. 


Mr. Robert A. Osborne, appeared 
and favored the removal of the entire 
block between Commerce and North 
Canal Street, stating that part of 
Broad Street was the busiest block in 
the City and the removal of th's block 
would relieve congestion. 


Commissioner Raymond moved that 
the Notice of Intention for the open- 
ing and widening of Commerce Street 
be withdrawn, and that the ordaining 
clause of an ordinance entitled: “An 
ordinance to provide for the opening 
and widening of Commerce Street 
from Broad Street to Railroad Place 
on the northerly side thereof,” be 
stricken out.

Section 1 That Section 7 of an 01- 
dinance entitled: “An ordinance regu- 
lating and restricting the location of 
trades and industries and the loca- 
tion of buildings designed for specified 
uses, and regulating and limiting the 
height and bulk of buildings hereaf- 
ter erected, and regulating and deter- 
mining the area of yards, courts and 
other open spaces surrounding build- 
ings, and establishing the boundaries 
of districts for the said purposes and 
providing penalties for the violation 
of its provisions,” adopted December 
31, 1919, be and the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 7. Height Districts. 


“For the purpose of regulating and 
limiting the height and bulk of build- 
ings hereafter erected the City of 
Newark is hereby divided into six 
classes of districts: (a) thirty-five 
foot districts; (b) fifty foot districts; 
(c) eighty-five foot districts; (d) one 
hundred and twenty-five foot dis- 
tricts; (e) one hundred and fifty foot 
districts; and (f) two hundred foot 
districts; as shown on the height dis- 
trict map which accompanies this or- 
dinance and is hereby declared to be 
part hereof. The height districts desig- 
nated on said map are hereby estab- 
lished. The height district map desig- 
nations which accompany said height 
district map are hereby declared to be 
part thereof. No building or part of a 
building shall be erected except in 
conformity with the regulations here- 
in prescribed for the height district 
_in which such building is located. 


“(a) In a thirty-five foot district 
no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of thirty-five feet; 


“(b) In a fifty foot district no 
building shall be erected to a height 
in excess of fifty feet; 


“(c) In an eighty-five foot district 
no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of eighty-five feet; 


“(d) Ina one hundred and twenty- 
five foot district no building shall be 
erected to a height in excess of one 
hundred and twenty-five feet; 


“(e) In a one hundred and fifty 
foot district no building shall be erect- 
ed to a height in excess of one hun- 
dred and fifty feet nor in excess of 
twice the width of the widest street 
on which it fronts; 


“(f) In a two hundred foot district 
no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of two hundred feet 
nor in excess of twice the width of 
the widest, street on which it fronts; 


“(g) For the purposes of sub- 
divisions (f) and (g), however, no 
street shall be deemed to have a width 
of less than fifty feet. Any building 
or any part of a building fronting on 
a street within one hundred feet of 
its intersection with a wider street 
shall have its height governed on the 
narrower street by the width of the 
wider street. A building situated on 
an interior lot running through from 
street to street shall, where the streets 
are of different widths, have its 
height governed by the width of the 
wider street for a distance of 100 feet 
back of such street if the distance 
between the two streets is less than 
200 feet, and by the width of the 


narrower stieet for a distance of 100 
feet back of such street if the dis- 
tance between the two streets is more 
than 200 feet. A corner building at 
the intersection of two streets of dif- 
ferent widths shall have its height 
governed on the narrower street by 
the width of the wider street for a 
distance of 150 fect. Where, under 
the foregoing provisions, not more 
than 50 feet of a street frontage 
would otherwise be subjected to a 
height limit lower than that allowed 
immediately beyond both ends of such 
frontage, the height limit on such 
frontage shall be equal to the lesser 
of such greater height limits.” 


Section 2. That Section 8 of the 
ordinance above mentioned be amend- 
ed to read as follows: 


“Section 8. Towers. 


“Nothing in this article shall pre- 
vent the erection of a tower to any 
height in a one hundred and fifty foot 
height district or a two hundred foot 
district, provided: 


“(1) that the area of such tower 
above the height limit fixed for build- 
ings by the preceding section shall 
not be in excess of twenty-five per 
cent. of the area of the lot; and (2) 
that an open space shall be left above 
the height limit fixed for buildings

determining the area of yards, courts

Section 7. Height Districts. 


For the purpose of regulating and

part thereof. The height districts 
designated on said map are hereby 
established. The height district map 
designations which accompany said 
height district map are hereby de- 
clared to be part thereof. No build- 
ing or part of a building shall be 
erected except in conformity with 
the regulations herein prescribed for 
the height district in which such 
building is located. 


(a) In a thirty-five foot district 
no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of thirty-five feet; 
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(b) In a fifty foot district no 
building shall be erected to a height 
in excess of fifty feet; 


(c) In an eighty-five foot district 
no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of eighty-five feet; 


(d) In a one hundred and twenty- 
five foot district no building shall be 
erected to a height in excess of one 
hundred and twenty-five feet; 


(e) In a one hundred and fifty 
foot district no building shall be 


` erected to a height in excess of one 


hundred and fifty feet nor in excess 
of twice the width of the widest 
street on which it fronts. 


Any building or any part of a 
building fronting on a street within 
one hundred feet of its intersection 
with a wider street shall have its 
height governed on the narrower 
street by the width of the wider street. 
A building situated on an interior 
lot running through from street to 
street shall, where the streets are of 
different widths, have its height gov- 
erned by the width of the wider street 
for a distance of 100 feet back of 
such street if the distance between 
the two streets is less than 200 feet, 
and by the width of the narrower 
street for a distance of 100 feet back 
of such street if the distance between 
the two streets is more than 200 feet. 
A corner building at the intersection 
of two streets of different widths shall 
have its height governed on the nar- 
rower street by the width of the 
wider street for a distance of 200 feet. 
Where, under the foregoing provisions, 


not more than 50 feet of a street ` 


frontage would otherwise be subject- 
ed to a height limit lower than that 
allowed immediatey beyond both ends 


of such frontage, the height mit on 
such frontage shall be equal to the 
lesser of such greater height limit.” 


In any Business and Industrial Dis- 
trict, which are within A or B Area 
business purposes may be erected to 
Districts, buildings used wholly for 
a height twice the width of the street, 
and for each 1 foot that building or 
a portion of it sets back from the 


street line, 4 feet shall be added to 


the height limit of such building, or 
such portion thereof; and buildings 
used wholly for industrial purposes 
may be erected to a height equal to 
one and one-half times the width of 
the street, and for each 1 foot that 
the building or a portion of it sets 
back from the street line, 3 feet shall 
be added to the height limit of such 
building or portion thereof. 


Streets 50 ft. or less in width shall 
be considered 50 ft. wide. 


Streets more than 50 ft. and less 
than 75 ft. in width shall be consider- 
ed 75 ft. wide. 


Streets more than 75 ft. and less 
than 100 ft. in width shall be con- 
sidered 100 ft, wide. 


Streets more than 100 ft. and less 
than 125 ft. in width shall be eon- 
sidered 125 ft. wide. 


Streets more than 125 ft. or open 
public spaces of greater width shall 
be considered 150 ft. wide. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts 
of ordinances inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed, and this ordi- 
nance shall take effect immediately.

southerly side of said channel, and 
the City will maintain said channel. 


(e) The City of Newark has let 
a contract for the construction of 
1000 feet of dock on the southerly side 
of the Port Newark Terminal chan- 
nel and back of said dock will provide 
public terminals open to all under 
equal and reasonable terms. 


(d) The City of Newark will agree 
to take additional dredged material 


back of its bulkhead already construct- 
ed on the south side of Port Newark 
Terminal channel where it can dispose 
of 400,000 cubic yards of fill and the 
City will further agree to take addi- 
tional fill at said point if delivered 
by the hydraulic method and the City 
will at its own expense relay said ad- 
ditional fill to lands of the City west- 
erly of the Newark and Elizabeth 
Branch of the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey. 


The City of Newark further believes 
that it has already met the conditions 


set forth in House Document No. 
206 and would respectfully ask the

to the fact that during the last 
18 months the City of Newark 
did at its own cost dredge and 
deepen the channel in Newark Bay to 
a depth of 30 feet and 200 feet bot- 
tom width from Port Newark Termi- 
nal to the 80 ft. contour in the Kill 
von Kull and that in the execution 
of said work did remove 1,500,000 
cubic yards in the deepening of said 
main channel and did dispose of said

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mulgated prior to the doing of the 
work in this paragraph referred to.
